SERVICE BOARD NOTES

All farmers are urged to make 
appointments now with managers 
of their municipal seed cleaning 
plants to have their seed cleaned 
and treated before the spring rush. 
Farmers who take advantage of 
this off-peak pe: iod will, in addi¬ 
tion to avoiding disappointment lat¬ 
er on, be able to enjoy more per¬ 
sonalized service at this time of 
year. 

A recent release by J. B. Gurba 
and S. Goddard, both of the Field 
Crops Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture, which is applicable 
to this area, points out that sound 
dry seed, treated with recommend¬ 
ed dressings for disease and wire- 
worm control, will store well under 
Alberta winter conditions. Provid¬ 
ed the grain is dry and approved 
dressings are used, the germana- 
tion will not be affected and the 
chemicals will not lose their ef¬ 
fectiveness during a storage per¬ 
iod of several months. 

At five cents a bushel, seed 
treatment will prevent disease 
carried on the grain itself and pro¬ 
tect the seed nnd seedlings from 
diseases carried in the soil. Mun¬ 
icipal seed cleaning plants are e- 
quipped with the best facilities 
available for this job and can do 
it cheaper and better than the 
average farmer at home. 

During the last few years only 
about .33 per cent of plant cleaned 
seed has been treeted at the plants. 
Both Mr. Gurba and Mr. Goddard 
agree that there was some justi- 
fiction for this relatively small per¬ 
centage of seed treated at the 
plants last year because so much 
of the grain was damp. However, 
they unanimously urge farmers to 
lake advantage of plant facilities 
this year. There are now 41 plants 
in Alberta with a combined clean • 
ing and treating capacity of S 
million bushels which represent 45 
percent of the total field crops 
seed used in this province. 

It might be added that while 33% 
was an average for the provinc<\ 
It is estimated that 65% of the 
grain cleaned in the Vulcan plant 
in 1960 was treated. This accounts 
for the small amounts of disease 
and Insect damage reported. We 
would recommend that you con 4 
tlnue and even increase your seed 
treatments. It Is a cheap preseeding 
treatment for diseases that can¬ 
not be controlled once the crop is 
growing.

Competition for external markets is 
keen and the export movement is usually heaviest in 
the autumn months. 

The recent strike of 235 employees in terminal 
elevators on the Pacific coast was most alarming. 
Had it continued for many weeks the loss in markets 
for wheat and other grains would have run into many 
millions of dollars. 

If the terminal elevator workers had been under¬ 
paid or overworked there would have been an excuse 
for the use of strong measures. But then rates of pay 
were about the highest for industrial labor across the 
nation. Even the men who swept the floors got close 
to $5,000 a year. 

A serious state of affairs exists in this country 
when the economic welfare of thousands of people 
rests with a handful of men in a trade union.
